The Minister for Revenue {Sri N. Ramachandra Reddy) : 

(a) No rules have been framed so far, because the 
question of introducing an Unified Legislation for the aboli- 
tion of inams in entire State of Andhra Pradesh m superses 
sion of the Hyderabad Inams Abolition Act, 1955 (Act 
No* VIII of 1955) and the Andhra Ii\ams (Abolition and 
Oppvpr^ion injbp Ryot wa^^i) Ao*^ 1 856 was ^eparaidy under 
Donsiderafcjon of the GovernmeUt* ^ The provjsiotust r^garditig

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payment of compensation were also ki*pt in abeyance pend 
mg unification* It has since been decided that in lieu o 
the existing Hyderabad Income Abolition Act, a new piec 
of legislation restricting the scope of it merely to the aboli 
tion of mam tenure and to the ancillory matters and leavinj 
the inams> after they are abolished and converted into ryot 
wan to be governed by the ton moy and other Acts appli 
cable to ryotwari lands fehould be enacted, As such th^ 
question of payment of compensation under the old Act doe 
not, for the present, arise* 

(b) In the Rules, it is provided that the Accountant 
General should issue compensation payment orders but sine 
the records pertaining to the Busumdars were not avaliabl 
with the Accountaut-Geneial, he prescribed certain proce 
dure and a proforma for furnishing the information regardin; 
the Rusumdars ani requested the Government to issue instru 
ctions accordingly* As the prescribed proforma was foum 
to be rather cumbersome, it took some time for the Collector, 
to funrnish the information* The Government bavinj 
reviewed the whole position issued revise i instructions t 
the Collectors m consultation with the Accountant-Genera 
so that the Rusumdars may not find any diflBloulty ii 
getting the four yt-ars compensation orders from tb 
Accountant-General's office* In view of this simplifie( 
procedure, it is reported and also verified from the Accoujii 
tant--General that payments arf* being made promptly to ih 
Rusumdars. In case where the Rusumdars are not ablp i< 
furnish the records for verification by the Collector, so?fi< 
dealy is perhaps being caused. Otherwise, payments aTJj 
being made promptly.

My friend Sri Vavilala Gopalaknshnayya has been in a way 
confusing himself and confusing everybody else. He b4s 
clearly stated, while reading out some report, and the rele- 
vant Andhra Act that efficiently managed schools need not 
be taken over by the Government, If I remember right, the 
Kuppuswami Committee report also clearly states that i% 
IS not the intention of the Committee that schools efficiently 
run by managements should be touched. Government has been 
telling for the last six to seven years that their policy i$ 
first to take over all elementary schools which are offer^ 
to them voluntarily. There is no douibt about that, T^^r 
«i,ft^r year, Government sends nofcueji^s to the manag^ii^enfca 
o£ elementary schools whether they are wiUiag^w ^k^^^^ 
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over their schools, and schools of those managements which 
agree to it are unmedialely taken over by the Government* 
Secondly, Sir, it is the policy of the Government to take 
over schools which are mn inefficiently or badly. For that^ 
rules are definite and the Government are actually taking 
over schools which are run badlv or inefficiently. Where 
the managements do not voluntarily oflfor snch schools, 
Governmettt withdraw recognifciou of such .school and Htarb 
another school m the sarno loca^lity In thai; wiiy^^ Govern* 
mentis implementing the Andhra Act of 1935, Tho third 
policy of the Government, as has often been repeated by 
them, IS that it is nob their intention to tako over the 
management of schools which are run efflnently or which 
are well'-managed. Government is strictly following this 
principle. Therefore, to say that the Government is viola- 
ting the principles of the Andhra Act of 1955 is not correct. 

Next, according to the Directive Principlea of the 
Constitution Article 30 (2) , the State shall not, m granting 
aid to educational institutions, disorinunate againnt any 
educational institution on the ground that it ib under the 
management of a minority, whethf^r based on religion or 
language. Thus tlie provisions of our Constitution give the 
right for the minoiities of every type to run their own 
schools so long as they run the schools properly and effi- 
ciently. Therefore, to uige m this House >ear after year that 
Government is not taking over management of all 
the schools m the State amounts to rather imposing a 
principle which is not democratic but dictatorial and which 
is followed throughout the world in communist iiountries 
only I wish that hereafter the members of tho Opposition 
will nob impose their principles land their views on this 
domo-cratic Government of ouc State and the Country^

Sri P.V*G^ Raju : Sir, about half a dozen members 
have spoken this morning. The discussion has come up 
because of some clarification on a shoit notice question as 
you know The position, Sir, is that m Andhra Pradesh, 
Government has taken over 8335 elementary schools undBr 
th-e Act. This particular Act, the Andhra Educational In- 
stitutes Reqtnsuion and Acquisition Act was published m 
the Andhra Pradesh Gazette on 3id December 1956, sir^ce 
when it became law. Under this Act, whenever Governmeiit 
proposes to take over schools in a district or group of di^trifts 
^ G.O, is issued under the Act which enable^ the Govern^a^t 
to take over the schools. So for each District or grQup/|>f 
, ^stttcts, a G.O is issued* I am making reference to th^.#^# 
|>ecause I think in answer to the question durmg qy^Nn 
tofur some referenee was noad<* tp a G. 0* There la. ^i^^||© 
^^p. m mch. There m more %km o»^ Cr,0, for %k^ii9^f^w^ 
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of the whole State, so far as olomentary scHooIh in t' « diffe- 
rent districts are concerned. The Act an mcM has enabled 
the Governmmfc to take over 8335 schools. The number of 
teachers working m those schools wan 21,707, elementary 
school teachers. There are still a number of hchoolH to be 
taken over. A list of such schools to be takni ovrr was 
provided m the answer itself day before >(sii»rd'i>; there are 
1538 Hchook m the Andhra area and about 31 ! .sehook in the 
Telangana area which remain to be taken over* There are about 
437 schools under private management in the agency areas 
which are not taken over. Thus the percentage of taken- 
over school is 80 This is the factual position. 

Hon. Members of Opposition are trying to make out 
certain points. Roughly the position taken by Sri Vavilala 
Gopalakrishnayyaj Sn K L. Narsnnharao and Srj V. Viswes- 
swara Rao and others is that Government nuint immediately 
implement the Act m such a manner that all the «ehf oIh are 
taken over by them. In other words, in their view, there 
should be no privately managed school at all in the State* 
That is the objective with which our friends have approa* 
ched the subject this mornmg, Sn K. L. Narasimhatao has 
also read out Section 3 of the Act wherc^in it wa« stated that 
if the Government are of opinion that the recognition gran* 
ti^d to an educational institute should m publio interest be 
withdrawn and its management taken over by Qovornment 
for a public purpose, they may, after giving notice etc,, 
take oyer the school. Having read this provision, his inter* 
pretation is that in a statutory sense that provision m 
mandatory on Government and Government should take over 
all the institutes. I may most humbly point out to the 
Opposition Members that the wording of the Section is very 
clear : >t does not admit of the interpretation put in by the 
opposition members. It has been said therein •* in publio 
interest". What is *pubbc interest' ? Let us be olear in our 
mind as to what is meant by the phrase 'public interest' used 
m the section read out by the Opposition. If an elementary 
school is mismanaged or not efficiently managed, then it can 
be said that it is m 'public interest* to take over such a 
school. I would like to make one point clear : there are 
many schools m the State which are not mismanaged* Sri 
Anthony Reddy has referred to Artiele 30 (2) of the Constitu- 
tion dealing with the right of minorities to establish &0^ 
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administer educational institutions, it is not my purpose 
here to give a certificate that all the schools run by all the 
minorities m the State are properly adrnmisiered. But we 
cannot really escape from expressing our appreciation of the 
efficient management of some of the schools under private 
management. For instance, I know schools which aie well 
managed by missionaries, and various other institutes which 
are being very well managed and which are model institu- 
tions for the whole State. In such cases* Government would 
be accused of introducing religious prejudices or prejudice 
against minorities if they should take over such schools on 
the plea that they are badly managed and thus invoke the 
Act to take them over. After all, that Section gives power to 
Government, as I have said, to take over if they are badly 
managed. But on the mere plea that the school is badly 
managed, we cannot obviously take it over merely because 
we do not like or aro not in sympathy with the religious 
sentiments imparted in that particular school Sri Nagabhu- 
shanarao f rom VVarangal was rather harsh towards our missi- 
onary friends .»..

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Sn PJ.G, Raju • There is no real pomt. We do not 
object to the teaching of philosophy or V<danta m the 
Bamaknshna MiSs^ion Schools. Let me make it clrar: 1 am 
opposed to taking over schools merely becaufcO religious ia- 
atruotion IS imparted and because the Gov^'rnmcni, ift not in 
Sjympathy with the religious instruction given 1 unsure the 
House that if schools are mismanaged, or arc itH»fii(Jiefitly 
managed, or if the teachers m the schools are not ref];ularly 
paid their salaries, or if the managements of fcschools are 
victimising the staff, — m all such cases, GoviTumoab is 
taking very serious action against the private manage- 
ments. We are taking action m all such HHtanoen, and 
as far as I know, the orders of the Department are j^t neralJy 
10 favour of the teachers. There are hundreds of iuhtanoes 
where the managements have not been disbursing th'* nalaries 
pf teachers regularly, even though they reoeivt d ^nuits from 
Government* There was also one case raised duniig budget 
d,ej)ate of a particular institution at Hyderabad which has 
gone m appeal against the orders of the Do paitmout. Of 
course, we cannot bar the institutions from going looourts 
to ventilate their rights and the Government cannot curtail 
their rights m any manner. We are taking action wherever 
possible, and I humbly point out to the House that wo are 
implementing the Act in all cases. We have already taken 
ovex, as pointed out earlier, 8356 schpols. The ramaming 
schools also are being watched. Where there is u complaint 
and whcze we feel that the management is not discharging 
Its duties, Government is certainly taking over th«5 institute. 
But It IS not the policy of the Government to take over all 
the institutions. T would also say this, normally speakingp 
m new permission is being granted^for sobook to be opened 
under private management; but wherever there are private 
managements who are prepared to come forward and start new 
schools and the Government is absolutely certain and make» 
itself sure of the bonafidesof such management, we are giving 
permission to start new schools. This is so, from a praotioal 
stand-point. I may say for various reasons Government 
has tolbe catttious about its policy of implementing the Act. 
WtJ wa^nt national integratmn; we want every group and 
section of the community to feel satisfied that we sre deve* 
loping our educational system in a harmonious and M^bdik 
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manner. Therefore, it is not right to single out any minority 

j^jroup and deny them the right to open a school. We 

give all enosaragament to private managements wliere- 
ever they are prepared to come forward and wherever there 
are liberal donations from them for starting the schools* 
I do not thmk there is much subsfcAnce in the suggestion 
made by the members of the Opposition* I think the Act is 
working very well.
